Of the 99 bulls which died dur­ 
ing th e ' winter it ts estimated that 
fully two-thirds were killed by tooth- 
hunters. Incidentally,

The warfare being waged against this 
class of vandals is Incessant, and Is 
being productive of good results. 
Mr. Seebohm reports a forest rang­ 
ers’ census of the elk in the park at 
28,000, which would make the total in 
that immediate vicinity 45,000. The 
game authorities of Wyoming are now 
actively engaged in shipping elk to 
various parts of the state for the pur­ 
pose of re-stocking sections which are 
favorable to the harboring of elk, and 
which have been shot out. Mr. See­ 
bohm reports in one letter having just 
returned from a trip in which two car­ 
loads were tuken to the eastern part 
of the state, the trip being a very suc­ 
cessful one. 
The general tone of the Information 
received by Mr. Briggs ie' that the 
government and state forces, co-oper­ 
ating, are meeting with great success 
in the preservation and feeding

elk, the latter being a work to which 
special attention lins been given of 
late years.
